only lo minu tes. 
I t ’s no wonder that the soil is 
poor here, as the rain washes all 
the strength ou t of it. 
Said soil 
ranges in color from a mu ck le du n 
to a crimson red, dy ed deep with 
gore. It has an angle of 45 degrees, 
and slopes to a swam p in all direc­ 
tions. 
Land is worth abou t $i per 
acre, and fertilizers abou t $10 per 
a c r e ; so y ou see they hav e to mak e 
the farm ev ery y ear on a v ery bad 
fou ndation. 
It tak es a brav e man 
to farm here. 
Shou ld he roll off 
the farm, ’twou ld he su re death. 
Cotton, pine and hogs are the 
chief produ cts. 
The pine trees are 
nu merou s and are abou t the only 
things that grow here withou t cu l­ 
tiv ation and great care. 
The hogs 
are of a distinct species— v ery large 
and thin, 
good 
cbmbers, 
and 
snou ts bu ilt to drink ou t of a ju g. 
T hey wou ld only mak e break fast 
bacon when fattened to their fu ll­ 
est capacity . 
The people are v ery 
hospitable and seem to enjoy life 
u nder all circu mstances. 
Yesterday we had a regu lar Mis­ 
sou ri 
windstorm. 
A fter it su b­ 
sided the mail carrier brou ght in a 
letter for H ank .Rice, probably 
soon to arriv e. 
I cou ld not help 
bu t think of the analogy of the sit­ 
u ation. 
T he people are tolerant 
to stand H ank and my self ru nning 
loose at the same time in their do­ 
main. 
No dou bt m any 
Sedalia 
merchants will ex tend sy mpathy to 
Alabamans in their affliction. 
W e 
rnav y et strik e the same town at 
the same time, and then --------- 
I hav e not fou nd any Sedalians 
any where here ex cept one in Mo­ 
bile. 
He was “ bu sted” and will 
stay awhile— only awhile. 
Trav eling 
here is a pleasant 
nastime. 
All hotels hav e many 
u niformed 
porters and mak e a 
better showing in the office than 
elsewhere. 
While in one town, 
recently , fou r u niformed porters 
assisted me to my room, where I 
fou nd a 
tallow candle, 
a half­ 
grow n bed of straw and the same 
old smell of a dirty sock and bu rnt 
rags, bu t the v entilators are per­ 
fect. 
Ventilation seems to be the 
main featu re in 
sou thern archi­ 
tectu re. 
In the 
cou ntry homes 
“ v entilation” 
and 
light 
come 
throu gh the same crack , windows 
with glass being a rare ex ception. 
It tak es large fires in large fire­ 
places to warm these hou ses, and 
in a thick settlement the fires affect 
the 
barometer 
considerably 
ou t 
doors. 
Logs are u sed, with rare 
ex ceptions, thou gh lu mber and saw 
mills are plentifu l. 
M y health is fine. 
I weigh more 
than I ev er did and hope to be an 
ex ile only a little while longer, and 
then back to dear old Sedalia.

WED IN KANSAS. 
The death of “ Bill” Cook, the 
famou s territory ou tlaw, 
at the 
Albany 
penitentiary , 
where he 
was serv ing a forty -fiv e y ears’ sen­ 
tence for train robbery , remov es 
with a possible ex ception the last 
of the desperadoes who ran the 
gau ntlet of crime in the Indian 
territory for a nu mber of y ears. 
The inhabitants of Fort Gibson 
well remember “ Bill” Cook, the 
boy who worked on a farm near 
that place. 
He was an indu striou s 
lad and sav ed his small earnings. 
The territory at that time was in 
a tu rbu lent state of affairs. Crimes 
were so freq u ent that the inhab­ 
itants gu arded their homes against 
the v iolators of law with shotgu ns 
and Winchesters. 
Bill Cook dis­ 
appeared from Fort Gibson one 
d a y ; 
y et nothing 
strange 
was 
thou ght of this. 
It was common 
for men then to drift from one 
place to another. 
Y ou ng Cook retu rned to near 
F ort Gibson, and his serv ices were 
alway s in demand. 
He was a 
hard working y ou ng man, and his 
delicate phy siq u e and pale face 
won for him the sy mpathy of the 
neighbors. 
He disappeared 
on 
sev eral occasions, bu t wou ld al­ 
way s retu rn. 
It was at this time that two or 
three gangs of ou tlaws made life 
a bu rden on the highway s. 
The 
robbery of mails and stores and 
other crimes alarmed the people 
greatly . 
Depu ty marshals were 
u nsu ccessfu l in their efforts to ex ­ 
terminate the gang, bu t, on the 
other hand, some of the marshals 
fell by the way side, v ictims of the 
treacherou s ou tlaw’s Winchester. 
Nev er in the history of the territo­ 
ry were the people so terrorized. 
The Starr gang was among the 
first to hau nt the people and com­ 
mit desperate deeds. 
They were 
considered the worst set of crimi­ 
nals that ev er inv aded the Indian 
cou ntry . 
Simu ltaneou sly with the 
deeds of these men a gang of or­ 
ganized criminals appeared. 
Y ou ng Cook, who had made fre­ 
q u ent trips no one knew where, 
was nev er su spected of being a 
member of a gang of well organ­ 
ized ou tlaws. 
One day Cook left 
the farm. 
He afterward tu ined 
u p in sev eral fights and was recog­ 
nized. 
The report was circu lated 
that the heretofore freq u ent trips 
of Cook 
were to participate in 
crimes, and then retu rn to work to 
av oid su spicion. 
It may be ^aid in passing that 
Bill Cook was the leader of a gang 
that stopped for nothing in the 
way 
of 
crimes. 
His 
partner, 
“ Cherokee Bill,” was for a long 
time a feared ou tlaw and it was 
w ith relief that the people of the 
Indian territory learned of Cher­ 
okee Bill’» captu re. 
He was tried 
at Fort Smith on a charge of m u r­ 
der and was sentenced 
to 
be 
hanged. 
He paid the penalty of 
his crime on the gallows. 
. The captu re of “ Cherokee Bill” 
lad to the breaking u p of the Cook 
gang. Cherokei Bill and Bill Cook 
were great friends and mu ch at­ 
tached to one another. 
The bal­ 
ance of the gang was captu red 
and are today pay ing the law ’s 
penalty . 
A fterw ard Bill Cook was arrest­ 
ed. 
M any crimes were laid at his 
door, bu t it is said that the gang 
was responsible for a great many 
of the deeds credited to Cook. He 
was tried at Fort Smith, that cou rt 
then 
hav ing 
ju risdiction, on a 
charge of train robbery and was 
sentenced to forty -fiv e v ears’ im­ 
prisonment, which has ju st been 
cu t short by death. 
The story of Gook is r sad one. 
H e nev er profited by his deeds, 
sav e to make a repu tation as a dar-
